mo dern Icelander has no t yet realized 
tlie value o f insurance, as sho wn by the 
fact that o ne o f the fo remo st yeo men in 
the co untry had his farm burned do wn 
three times in successio n witho ut its 
being insured. 
It was o therwise in the o ld days, as 
Dr. Vaityr po ints o ut. 
In the time o f 
the o ld republic, the go lden age o f Ice­ 
land. e\ *ry yeo man farmer was by law 
co mpelled to be a member o f a mutual 
insurance 
so ciety. 
The metho d 
by 
which co mpensatio n fo r lo ss o f fire was 
made is thus explained in Gra-gas and 
is a striking pro o f o f the tho ro ughly 
practical views o f the o ld Icelanders: 
“ There are three ho uses in every, 
man’s dwelling fo r which co mpensatio n 
may be o btained in event o f their being 
burned do w n.” 
In Icelandic dwelling -
